field is in the hands of a mob of en­ 
raged citizens who began Friday night 
to wreak vengeance on negro resi­ 
dents for an assault committed by 
George Richardson« a negro, on Mrs. 
Hallam, a white woman. 
At 1 o’cloc k 
this morning the whole east end of 
the town burst into flames, the torch 
having been applied to several negro 
houses by some of t tie more desperate 
rioters. 
Two men already are dead 
and probably two score others are in 
Jured, mostly negroes. 
The rabble is 
sweeping through the streets attack­ 
ing every negro met. 
All the local 
militia are on duty and half a dozen 
companies from other cities are rush­ 
ing here on special 1 rains. 
Still other 
companies are ordered to hold them­ 
selves in reserve. 
The fire depart­ 
ment is at present helpless to combat 
the flames in the negro quarter on ac­ 
count of the threatening attitude of 
the mob toward the firemen. 
The dead men are G. J. Scott and 
Louis Johnson.

The mob, when they learned that 
the negroes really had escaped, de­ 
termined lo wreak vengeance on ne 
green in general, and a num ber of 
negroes were maltreated. 
An attack 
was 
made on the jail, 
which 
was 
guarded by the deputy sheriffs, police 
and Troop D, First cavalry, Illinois 
national guard. 
A mob of about 1,000 
persons assembled in front of Loper’s 
restaujj^nt and wrecked the place in­ 
side and out, the police making no at­ 
tempt to prevent them, though a force 
was slationed in front of the restau­ 
rant.

Loper and one of his waiters, Roland 
Sturgis, fired revolvers over the heads 
of the crowd from within the restau­ 
rant in the effort to intimidate the 
mob, without effect.

robbed the cash drawer in the buffet 
of Its contents, $150. They demolished 
everything around the place. 


SUCCESSFUL TRIALS.

Captain Bald­ 
win fulfilled the second requirement 
for the acceptar e of his military di­ 
rigible 
b a l l o o n 
by making two suc­ 
cessful speed trials at Fort Myer. 
A 
week ago the airship was accepted so 
far as construction is concerned and 
It Is expected that the endurance trial 
soon will be made. 
Captain Baldwin 
is allowed three flights to fulfill the 
endurance specific at ions. 
Taking advantage of thegrnost ideal 
weather conditions he has yet had 
Captain Baldwin was ready to make 
the speed trial and his dirigible shot 
across tlie starting line headed in a 
northerly direction. 
The course fol­ 
lowed was a new one and lies In the 
direction of Cherrydalo, Va., tw o and 
a sixteenth miles from ihe starting 
point. 
Mr. Cm tins, handling the planes and 
the engine, increased the speed, at 
»he same time bringing the ship to a 
hieher altitude 
Just before the turn­ 
ing point was reached, Captain Bald­ 
win for a moment lost control of the 
ship nnd it turned half way around. 
He got it back immediately, however, 
but not before a minute or two had 
been lost. 
On the home stretch the 
airship {Milled evenly and at a greater 
rate cf speed than it had ever at­ 
tained before, crossing the finishing 
line fifteen minutes after starting.

point, it is expected that the average 
speed for the flight will be found to

The airship crossed 
the starting

of speed than on the previous trip. 
T he airship made the tw’o and one- 
sixteenth miles to the turn in seven 
minutes. 
The trip back to Fort Myer 
I was made in less than seven minutes, 
. although 
the 
ship 
was 
traveling 
against the wind. 
The actual time 
for the second flight was 13% min­ 
utes, from which the time for turning 
will be deducted by the board of olli- 
c e n at their meeting.

PASSES AWAY 


Noted Evangelist Dies at His 


Home in Brooklyn. 


HAD BEEN ILL A LONG TIME 


For the Past Five Years He Had Been 


Blind 
and 
Had 
Suffered 
From 
a 


Complication 
of 
Diseases 
Brought 


on by Overwork. 


New York, Aug. 15.— Ira D. Sankey, 
known as an evangelist throughout the 
Christian world, died at his home in 
Brooklyn. 
Mr. 
Sankey 
was 
sixty- 
eight years old. 
For the past 
flvo 
years he had been blind and had suf­ 
fered from a complication of diseases 
brought on by overwork. 
But almost 
to the very last he worked at hymn 
writing. 
His 
tours throughout 
this 
country and Europe with Dwight L. 
Moody, the evangelist, brought him 
into 
wide 
prominence. 
Sankey, 
it 
might he said, wrote the gospel hymns 
of the world. 
In China, Egypt, India, 
Japan, 
in 
almost 
every 
language 
known to man, Sankey s hymns are 
sung. 
He received a large income 
from his publications and leaves con 
rider able of an estate. 
Among Mr. 
Sankey’s most familiar compositions 
are “The Ninety and Nine” and “ When 
the Mists Have Rolled Away.” 
Hie 
songs are said to have had a circula­ 
tion of more than 50,000.POO copies. 
He was a rapid composer and wrote 
book after book of gospel hymns. Dur­ 
ing the last five or six years of his 
life he was interested in preparing 
and publishing the story of the gospel 
| hymns. 
At the same time he saved 
I 


his wonderful voice for posterity by 
singing into phonographs. The records 
were seat all over the world.

Sankey lived in Brooklyn for 
twenty-seven years and it was there 
> that most of his songs were written 
He was a singer from boyhood, and 
his voice attracted attention in the 
hamlet of Edinburgh. Pa., where he 
' was horn Aug. 2^, 1M0. 
At the he 
ginning of his active life Mr. Sankey 
was a Methodist, but 
for the past 
seven years he had been a Presby­ 
terian. 
He is survived by a widow, 
Fannie V. Sankey. his two sons. I.

and two grandchildren.

Dwellings in the Negro Section of the

Springfield, 111., Aug. 15.—A mob of 
white men lynched a negro who was 
supposed to be sneaking under cars 
on the Illinois Central tracks and 
Fhooting at the whites. 


Springfield, 111., Aug. 
15.—Spring­ 
field is in the hands of a mob of en- | 
raged citizens who began Friday night 
I 
to wreak vengeance on negro resi­ 
dents for an assault committed by j 
George Richardson, a negro, on Mrs. j 
Hallam, a white woman. 
At I o’clock 
this morning the whole east end of 
the town burst into flames, the torch 
having been applied to several negro 
houses by some of the more desperate j 
rioters. 
Two men already are dead 
and probably tw’o score others are in­ 
jured, mostly negroes. 
The rabble is 
sweeping through the streets attack- j 
ing every negro met. 
All the local 
militia are on duty and half a dozen 
j 
companies from other cities are rush­ 
ing here on special trains. 
Still other 
companies are ordered to hold them­ 
selves in reserve. 
The fire depart- 
j 
ment is at present helpless to combat 
the flames in the negro quarter on ac- 
J 
count of the threatening attitude of 
j 
the mob toward the firemen. 
The dead men are G. J. Scott and 
Louis Johnson. 
The injured are: 
Fred Ramsey of the Gatling gun sec­ 
tion of the Illinois national guard; j 
struck on arm by a stone.

week ago the airship was accepted so 
far as construction Is concerned and 
it is expected that the endurance trial 
Boon will be made.

Taking advantage of thejnost ideal 
weather conditions he hffs yet had 
Captain Baldwin was ready to make 
the speed trial and his dirigible shot 
across the starting line headed in a 
northerly direction.

New York, Aug. 15.—Ira D. Sankey, 
known as an evangelist throughout the 
Christian world, died at his home In 
Brooklyn. 
Mr. 
Sankey 
was 
sixty- 
eight years old. 
For the past five 
years he had been blind and had suf­ 
fered from a complication of diseases 
brought on by overwork. 
But almost 
to the very last he worked at hymn 
writing. 
His tours throughout this 
country and Europe with Dwight L. 
Moody, the evangelist, brought him 
Into 
wide 
prominence. 
Sankey, 
it 
might be said, wrote the gospel hymns 
of the world. 
In China, Egypt, India, 
Japan, 
In 
almost 
every 
language 
known to man, Sankey’s hymns are 
sung. 
He received a large income 
from his publications and leaves con 
siderable of an estate. 
Among Mr. 
Sankey’s most familiar compositions 
are “The Ninety and Nine” and “When 
the Mists Have Rolled Away.” 
His 
songs are said to have had a circula­ 
tion of more than 50,000,000 copies. 
He was a rapid composer and wrote 
book after book of gospel hymns. Dur­ 
ing the last five or six years of his 
life he was interested in preparing 
and publishing the story of the gospel 
hymns. 
At the same time he saved 
his wonderful voice for posterity by 
singing into phonographs. The records 
were sent all over the world. 
Mr 
Sankey lived in Brooklyn for 
twenty-seven years and it was there 
that most of his songs were written 
He was a singer from boyhood, and 
his voice attracted attention in the 
hamlet of Edinburgh, Pa., where he 
was born Aug. 28, 1840. 
At the be­ 
ginning of his active life Mr. Sankey 
was a Methodist, but for the past 
seven years he had been a Presby­ 
terian. 
He is survived by a widow, 
Fannie V. Sankey. his two sons, I.

A distinct type of flying machine, 
about which the greatest secrecy has 
been 
maintained, 
will 
appear soon. 
Lewis Nixon, who built the highest 
type of 
battleships for the United 
States navy, claims that the new aero­ 
plane will revolutionize present con­ 
struction of heavier than air vessels. 
Ten days before Andrew D . Green, 
the ‘‘father of Greater New York,” was 
assassinated he said to Mr. Nixon, “We 
will contribute $10,000 each to finance 
the plans of an inventor whom I feel 
sure Is able to navigate the air with a 
machine that is not raised by gas.” 
Mr. Nixon assented, but Mr. Green 
was slain before plans were completed. 
The new machine will be raised by 
two horizontal propellers.
